An engine which drove one of the 
nachines needed new bearings, and Tramp 
determined to discard the old babbitt lin- 

gs and put in some made of gun metal. 
To this end he had a pattern made for the 
brass, which was taken to the foundry, and 
in due time the rough brasses arrived at 
the shop. 

The castings were bored out in a lathe 
and planed up as true as possible. Then a 
man was delegated to fit the brasses to the 
engine, both to the pillow block and to the 
shaft. This man was a good machinist 
and he made a good job of his work. 

The outsides of the brasses were octa- 
gonal, and the mechanic fitted each side 
snugly to the casting at the bottom sides 
and at the 45° angles. A good fit was 
made,.and likewise at the flanges at the 
ends of the brasses. An equally good fit 
was made between the brass and the shaft. 
With a scraper this man cut away the 
superfluous material until, by the use of 
red lead, he could see that the shaft 
touched the lining almost entirely over its 
whole circumference. 

The engine was put together and started 
up with the expectation that it would prove 
a nice job and run a long time without any 
further attention. To the surprise of the 
machinist who did the job, and also to 
the surprise of Tramp, the bearings be- 
gan to heat before they had run an hour 
It was found impossible to keep them 
from heating, and the best of oil, Albany 
grease and tallow alike were powerless to 
reluce the inflammation. Even graphite 
powdered very fine and mixed with oil would 
not keep the heat within bounds, and it was 
necessary to put a stream of water on the 
bearings in order to finish out the day's 
run, 

That night the bearings were overhauled 
again and found to be as perfect as could 
be desired. Tramp set himself down to 
wrestle with the mystery, and after several 
hours’ hard study made up his mind that 
the fit of these linings was too perfect. 
Finally it dawned upon him that the ratio 
of expansion of brass was greater than 
that of cast iron. Therefore, as the lining 
filled all of the space between the shaft and 
cast iron whenever the bearing became 
warm the brass would expand, and as the 
outer cast iron casing prevented the brass 
from expanding in that direction it was 
forced against the shaft with such pressure 
that heating was unavoidable. 

This was a new thing, but he readily 
comprehended how it could occur that bear- 
ings could be made to heat by being too 
good a fit. Once the cause of the trouble 
was found, a remedy was easily suggested. 
It was to cut away some of the metal com- 
posing the lining and remove this metal in 
such places as would give the brass oppor- 
tunity to expand ‘when heated without 
pinching the shaft. 

The linings fitted exactly around one half 
of the circumference of the shaft, and when 
that became heated they simply pinched 
against the bearing. With a scraper some 
of the metal was removed for about 1 inch 
each side of the line where the two half 
boxes came together. 

This of course spoiled the fit of the lining, 
4s it did not,touch the shaft, except at top 
and bottom. When the engine was started 
again itwas found that the cure was com- 
plete and that oval boxes, or rather the 
linings thereof, would do much better work 
than perfectly cylindrical bearings which 
touch the shaft at all points. 

A lesson on this matter could have been 


taken from the form of brass used on the 
bearings of car axles. There seems to be a 
ridiculously smail bearing surface to axle 
brasses and there is also considerable end 
play, which allows the axle to go and come 
freely inthat direction. There is no chance 
for the axle to be gripped by the lining, 
should the latter become warm when in use. 

The axle cannot be gripped by the lining, 
because the latter does not cover more than 
45° or 50° of the circumference of the axle, 
hence there is no chance for the lining to 
get a grip on the bearing. 

While monkeying with that engine bear- 
ing a chap came along who wanted to put 
in some anti-friction linings which were 
guaranteed to run without oil. Tramp got 
hold of one of these linings for the purpose 
of examining the same and for showing it 
to the owners. This bearing was put into 
a coefficient machine, which has already 
been ‘described in these columns. The 
claim was made that the bearing woulda 
run for months and years without oil or any 
other lubricant, and that it would not con- 
sume as much power as the ordinary oil 
lubricated bearing. 

By testing this bearing it was found that 
the statement was not true. The anti- 
friction bearing could not be made to show 
as low a coefficient as a fairly good o1] 
bearing; but the fact should not be lost 
sight of that a real good anti-frigtion bear- 
ing possesses advantages, b? obviating 
the necessity of frequent or continuous 
oiling, which may more than offset the 
slight loss of power made necessary in 
using it. 

In some instances the loss of power may 
not be slight; on the other hand, it may be 
considerable, and there are certain in- 
stances where such bearings would be very 
desirable, but for universal use they will 
probably never supersede the common 
form of oil lubricated journals. 

In the course of a series of experiments 
to obtain something new in the line of sized 
paper, Tramp found it necessary to build a 
machine whereby a roll of paper could be 
unwound and carried through a vat filled 
with size. He built this machine a good 
deal like the concern used by cardboard 
manufacturers for pasting together two or 
more sheets of paper when making pasted 
stock. 

The roll of paper was mounted on astand 
provided with suitable tension, then the 
sheet was laid over a series of rolls and 
finally passed underneath a roll which 
could be lowered or raised at will. This 
roll was made of brass, and when lowered 
to the bottom it was submerged in the ves- 
sel containing the size. When starting the 
paper the roll would be raised out of 
the vat, the paper passed through the ma- 
chine, then started up and the size roll 
lowered to its lowest position. 

As the sheet left thewize it was drawn 
over the sharp edge of a_ board, which 
scraped off a considerable portion of the 
superfluous sizing. It was then passed be- 
tween a pair of rolls and the remainder of 





the superfluous size was removed ; then the 
paper passed over a canvas felt and around 
six dryers, which speedily extracted all of 
the moisture held by the paper. 

A winding machine was placed at the end 
of this outfit, where the roll of paper was 
again wound up after it came from the 
dryers. Taken as a whole, the rig proved 
very satisfactory, and it is used whenever 
occasion demands. 

A peculiar appearance may be given to a 
sheet of paper by treating it with size in 
this manner and then passing it through 
the calenders. For certain uses paper 
treated in this manner is very valuable and 
brings a price which well pays for the 
trouble of sizing it. 

The size vat for this machine 
structed of boiler iron, although the plates 
were not as thick as those used in steam 
generators. A stirring concern was placed 
in the bottom of the vat, and this stirrer 
was constructed from the remains of an old 
felt washer ; the concern itself being merely 
a shaft on which four short arms were se-

arms. Around this agitator were arranged 
several lengths of piping through which | 
steam could be passed to bring the size to 
the temperature desired. It was found 
that the sizing took to the paper much bet- 
ter when heated from 120° to 140°. 

One day Tramp came into the machine 
room and found things in considerable con- 
fusion. A couch roll was lying on the 
floor with a big dent in its surface. <A 
broken rope and a pulley block overhead 
told the story so plainly that he had no 
need to ask the machine tender how it hap- 
pened. The reader, however, may not 
understand this business as quickly as 
Tramp did. The machine tender desired 
to change the couch roll, also to put ona 
new wire. He had taken off the old wire, 
and not having help enough to handle the 
heavy roll had rigged up a little makeshift 
of his own, which had come to grief in 
making the attempt. It was evidently his 
scheme to have raised the couch roll above

the deckle frame, then to have placed a 
couple of timbers across the frame and 
lowered the roll upon the timbers after 
having turned it a quarter around parallel 
with the length of the machine. 

An old tackle block had been suspended 
overhead to the eye bolt, where the chain 
was usually attached when lifting the couch 
roll. Asling had been made fast to the 
couch roll, a rope carried up through the 
overhead block, then brought down and at- 
tached to the sling ; then the machine ten- 
der took the free end of the rope which 
came down from the block above and made 
three or four turns around the back line of 
shafting. When everything was ready he 
started the machine engine and pulled on 
the end of the rope which was wrapped 
around the shafting. 

Pretty soon the rope got a bite on the | 
shafting and began to raise the couch roll 
from its bearings. Up it went inch by 
inch, and the experiment bade fair to be a 
success, when all at once the end of the 
rope which the man was pulling off the 
shaft made a flop to leeward and got caught 
underneath the ongoing coil. Then the 
rope began to wind itself up around the | 
shafting in earnest, and just at this 
time the couch roll was raised clear off 
the deckle frame and the machine ten- | 
der’s assistant pushed the timbers under- 
neath it.

Very often it is handy to throw a rope

but it is a dangerous operation and one 
which should not be practiced by the first- 
class mechanic. 


Limitations. 
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It is a usual provision of statutes of 
limitation that no acknowledgment or 
promise takes the case out of the operation 
of the statute ‘‘unless the acknowledg- 
ment or promise is in writing and signed by 
the party chargeable thereby.” But no in- 
dorsement or memorandum of payments 
made on a promissory note, by or on be- 
half of a party to whom such payment is 
made, is sufficient proof of payment to take 
the case out of the statute of limitations ; 
and no such payment made by one joint 
contractor affects the liability of another. 

It is well recognized and familiar law 
that the ‘effect of payment of any princi- 
pal or interest,” made and intended as part 
payment of a debt, is an acknowledgment 
of that debt, and a renewal of the obliga- 
tion to pay it. In other words, while a 
mere acknowledgment or promise must be 
in writing and signed by the party charge- 
able, to render it valid, a new promise is 
implied from the fact of a partial payment 
of principal or interest. 

It is the fact of payment that operates as 
a renewal of the promise, and removes the 
statutory bar, and not merely the indorse- 
ment on the note. The indorsement is 
simply evidence of payment, and sufficient 
evidence only when made by the party lia- 
ble to pay the note. The indorsement may 
never be made, but if the fact of payment is 
satisfactorily established by other evidence, 
it is equally effectual to save the case from 
the operation of the statute. 

A case once arose in which there was an 
indorsement on the note in the handwriting 
of the maker to the effect that $50 had been 
received on it. It appeared, however, that 
in fact no money had been paid; but the 
owner offered to prove that it was agreed 
between the parties, when the indorsement 
was made, that it should be deemed pay- 
ment sufficient tu save the note from the 
statute of limitations. This evidence was 
held inadmissible. The court said: ‘* Pay 
ment, within the meaning of the statute, 
must be the actual payment of money or its 
equivalent ; it therefore necessarily follows 
that an indorsement which is agreed does 
not represent such a payment, and is not 
signed by the party to be charged, cannot 
be made, by force of an oral agreement, 
evidence of a new and continuing con- 
tract.” 

It is immaterial of what the payment 
consists, so long as it is intended as a pay- 
menton the bill. The part payment need 
not be in money, but in any mode which 
the parties agree shall be treated as equiv- 
alent to apaymentin money. Therefore 
the settlements of accounts, whereby it was 


| agreed between the parties that the interest | td 
to draining paper pulp ; 


up to that time should beconsidered as paid 
and discharged, is such a payment as takes 
the case out of the statute. 

There arenumerous cases which establish 
that there may be a payment by settlement 
of accounts. When two persons indebted 
to each other meet and agree to set off their 
respective debts, that is not a mere settle- 
ment of accounts, but is as much a pay- 
mentas if the money had passed between 
them 

Where a payment is relied on as taking a 
debt or note out of the statute of limitations 
it must have been such a transaction as was 
intended by the party making it to be in good 
faith a payment on account of the obliga- 
tion. And such a payment cannot be 
proved by the indorsement of the payment 
or account by the party in whose favor it 
operates if the one to be charged thereby 
disputes that he made the payment. 

The practical importance of this rule of 
law will be the more fully appreciated when 
the, universality of the custom of indorse- 
ments is considered. There are almost no 
cases in practical business life which fall 
within its provisions. The custom 
general for the indorsement of payment to 
be made by the holder of the note or ac-

count that a contrary practice would be 
hailed as a commercial innovation. But it 
would seem that, viewing the subject from 
the standpoint of protection from the stat- 
ute of limitations, the indorsement should 
always be made by the payor and not by 
the payee. 
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Pulp Drainer. 





An illustration is given of an im- 
proved pulp drainer composed of a forami- 
nous receptacle provided with an inlet for 
the pulp at one end and with a contracted 
outlet for the solid matter at the opposite 
end, combined with external means for 
continuously supplying pulp under pressure 
to the receptacle. 

The perforated sheet metal cylinder A is 
soldered at its lower end to a nipple, a, for 
connecting it to the force pipe of the pump. 
The upper end 4 é is slit and a rubber 
ring, ¢, passed over it so as to contract the 
outlet and create a resistance to the dis- 
charge of solid matter. 

The discharge nozzle for the solid matter 
is shown facing upward ; but the apparatus 
may be placed in any other position. It is 
preferred, however, to have the discharge 
directed upwardly for pulp containing solid 
matter which floats in the liquid or is of 
about the same or of less specific gravity 
than the liquid, while for heavier the noz- 
zle 1s preferably turned downward or in a 
horizontal direction. 

In starting the apparatus a sufficient 
stock of solid matter must first be formed to 
fillthe discharge nozzle. This may be ef- 
fected by temporarily stopping up the dis- 
charge or by slowly feeding the pulp so as 
to allow the liquid to drain off without over- 
flowing through the nozzle. When a suffi- 
cient quantity of drained solid matter has 
accumulated the discharge is opened and 
the pulp fed under pressure, when the 
liquid is drained off through the walls of 
the foraminous receptacle, while the drained 
and compressed solid matter is discharged 
through the nozzle 4 in a continuous body. 

The foraminous receptacle, instead of 


__ | being cylindrical, as shown, may be in the 


form of a globe or of any other suitable 
shape, and the discharge nozzle may be 
made to suit the cross section it is desired 
the solid matter should have. It may, for 
instance, be square, so that the product 
can be packed or stored without loss of 
space. 

The resistance to the discharge of the 
drained solid matter is regulated by the 
shape and length of the nozzle, or in case of 


| an elastic nozzle, such as shown in the cut, 
| by the lateral pressure, and the feed must 





be regulated so as to maintain the proper 
pressure. The pulp may be fed under 
pressure by any suitable external means, 
such as an ejector or an elevated tank. 

The invention is particularly applicable 
but it may be ap- 
plied to various other purposes. When glue 
or other cementing solutions are used in 
connection with the solid material, the part 
of the liquid drained off may be added to a 
fresh quantity of the solid material. Thus, 
if it is desired to form mold- 
ings from paper pulp, drained pulp is mixed 
with a sufficient quantity of boiled glue to 
make it thin enough for pumping and the 
drained liquid is used over for another por- 
tion of drained pulp.

The wheel pits for the turbines are now 
down 110 feet, and good work is being ac- 
complished on this difficult part of the 
plant. A fair estimate of the expense of 
the masonry work can be had when it is 
known that the foundations for the wheel 
shaft alone cost $20,000. This was far in 
excess of what the company thought of ex- 
pending; but it was found that instead of 
having to go down 15 or 20 feet for a rock 
foundation they were compelled to go down 
45 feet and build up the whole distance 
with solid masonry. This part of the work 
delayed laying the foundations for some of 
the buildings, and put the company back 
considerably. However, Mr. Morgan 
thinks that all of the buildings will be in- 
closed within three weeks and ready for 
setting up the machinery. 

The company has begun to drive spiles 
for its big boom yard on Grand Island. It 
has leased some 26 acres with a fine large 
river front on that island, where all of the 
logs for pulp wood will be floated and held. 
It expects the first boats of the company

Extensive improvements and changes 
have been made at the interior of the sul- 
phite mills of the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and 
Paper Company during the repairs on the 
dyke or which supplies their 
wheels with water. For some time the com- 
pany has had considerable trouble with its 
water wheels. They did not work properly 
and have now been overhauled ; new heavy 
gearings have been placed on them, the 
wheel pits have been enlarged and strength-

ened by heavy timbers and massive iron 
columns, which relieve the pressure which 
has heretofore been upon the wheels. Three 
large wet machines will be placed on one 
side of the room; also the knotting ma- 
chine and beating engines all in rotation, 
which will greatly facilitate the operation 
of the mills in this particular department. 
A new line of large heavy shafting, with 
new iron pulleys, has been erected, running 
the entire length of the large building. 
The light shafting and old wooden pulleys 
have all been taken out and discarded, the 
machinery being placed in position so that 
there will be no cross belts or small shafting 
used. The power will be all direct under 
the new arrangements, making avery great 
saving. 

A new system of filtering water has been 
introduced in the mills which works to the 
satisfaction of the company. Large wooden 
tanks have been built in the fourth story of 
the main building. In these tanks are con- 
nections from large iron water mains or 
pipes through which the water is pumped 
from the river up into the vats. There are 
fire couplings or pipes extending from the 
mains into the vats. Upon these pipes are 
securely fastened large woolen bags which, 
when full, are about 4 feet in circumference 
and 18 feet long. All of the water used in 
the manufacture of the pulp, both in the 
wet machines and digesters, is forced 
through heavy woolen bags, which are 
changed every hour both day and night or 
as often as the state of the water requires. 
From the vats the water is drawn to that

Boiler for Paper Stock. 





This invention has for its object to 
improve apparatus employed in the manu- 
facture of paper pulp.

Fig. 2 is a detail side 
elevation of the conngctions employed for 
uniting the boiler with the pulp conducting 
pipe or tube. Fig. 3 is a detail side eleva- 
tion showing the relative arrangement of 
the boiler, the pulp conducting pipe or tube, 
and the pulp chest. 

The letter a indicates a rotating boiler 
provided at its discharge mouth with a ring 
casting, a’, to which is attached the valve 
casing 4, having the cock or valve c. The 
boiler revolves in the usual way on trunn- 
ions at ¢. / is a sliding pipe or gland 
piece fitted and working in a recess in the 
end of the curved pulp conducting pipe or 
tube f. The latter may be carried up, as 
indicated in Fig. 3, to the pulp chest in the 
upper part of the building to discharge 
thereinto. When the pulp has been suffi- 
ciently treated in the boiler the discharge 
end is brought and stopped opposite to the 
gland piece /. The latter is then raised up 
in its socket by a lever or wedge in any con- 
venient manner and bolted to the flange 4’ 
of the cock casing. The cock may then be 
opened by a handle at 4, when the pressure 
of the steam in the boiler entering thereto 
through the trunnions rapidly discharges 
the whole of the pulp through cock casing, 
gland and piping to the pulp chest situated 
in an upper story of the building. 

The gland piece is with advantage lead 
lined and formed with a decided taper, as 
shown at /* in Fig. 1. The contraction 
thus caused in the area of outlet for the 
pulp under discharge from the boiler has 
a valuable effect in further reducing the 
pulp, which is then carried up with the 
steam and delivered into the pulp chest in 
a condition for subsequent treatment, 
which is said to be far superior to the con- 
dition of pulp elevated or transferred by 
labor from the blow-off pit, as heretofore. 

The action of the steam on the pulp dur- 
ing its elevation in the pipe or tube /’ 4g said 
to materially improve its quality forsubse- 
quent treatment, and by constructing the 
area of the piping as shown at /? it is 
claimed that the beating engines can be 
abolished and the pulp passed direct from 
the pulp chest to the knotting machines, 
whereby great economy is of course ef- 
fected. 

In practice the tapered internal construc- 
tion of the gland piece acts toincrease the ve- 
locity of the steam and pulp in transit there- 
through, and this causes the particles of 
pulp to be suddenly thrown inward toward 
each other so that they clash against and 
disintegrate one another, and thereby effect 
a partial reduction.

Paper Slate Frames. 


An apparatus for making paper slate 
frames consists of upper cutters and upper 

| striking up and embossing dies placed side 
by side and alternating lower striking up 
‘and embossing dies, at the sides of the 
working faces of which are. cutters.

The condition of the paper trade in 
this market has varied little during the past 
fortnight. The dealers have pretty gener- 
ally advanced most allfgrades of paper and 
anticipate a further advance. 

The Richmond Paper Mill, owned by 
Thomas Nixon, Richmond, Ind., partially 
destroyed by fire on the 5th inst., is the 
oldest paper mill west of Ohio. It was 
erected in 1829 by Isaac E. Jones, Warner 
M. Leeds and Nathan Hollingsworth, the 
firm name being Isaac E. Jones & Co. In 
1836 the Richmond Manufacturing Company 
became the proprietor. This company was 
a corporation, comprising some of the most 
enterprising business men of the city, with 
acapital stock of $40,000. In addition to 
manufacturing paper, this company oper- 
ated a grist mill, oil mill, saw mill and 
woolen mill. Through a lack of experi- 
ence, mismanagement or scarcity of cur- 
rency the company disastrously failed 
and James R. Mendenhall secured the 
plant at a very low figure, either 
in 1839 or 1840. Subsequently Chas. Nixon 
bought a half interest in the business, the 
firm namethen being Mendenhall & Nixon. 
In 1861 N. R. Nixon purchased Mendenhall’s 
interest, the firm being then known as Chas. 
& N. R. Nixon. In 1865 Thos. Nixon, the 
present proprietor, purchased Chas. Nixon’s 
interest, and in 1870 became sole proprie- 
tor. After Thomas Nixon became sole 
proprietor he leased the plant to his sons, 
W. R. and Martin. The following year the 
mill was completely destroyed by fire, 
but was immediately rebuilt. The sons of 
Thos. Nixon continued to operate the mill 
until 1882, when becoming financially em- 
barrassed the control passed to the pres- 
ent proprietor. Wm. R. Nixon is the pres- 
ent manager and James F. Nixon book- 
keeper. In connection with the paper mill 
is a paper bag factory owned by Thos. 
Nixon & Co., the same firm operating a 
paper warehouse at Dayton, Ohio. Before 
the late fire the daily capacity of the paper 
mill was 3,000 pounds No. 1 manilla and 
4,000 pounds No. 2. The machine room 
destroyed by fire was equipped with a 48 
inch machine, and the firm now has in 
contemplation the putting in of a large 
machine and also the erection of a new 
machine room, so as to increase the capac- 
ity to 10,000 pounds daily. 

Thos. Nixon, the proprietor, was at one 
time a member of the Cincinnati firm of 
Nixon, Chatfield & Woods. The extended 
litigation between the Union Paper Bag 
Company and Thomas Nixon & Co., cover- 
ing a period of eleven years, was so well 
ventilated at the time-that no further refer- 
ence to it is necessary. Mr. Nixon, who is 
now seventy-seven years old, said to me 
since the fire that if he had the money ex- 
pended in this litigation he would be satis- 
fied to retire from business. 

Richmond, Ind., is a prosperous man- 
ufacturing town, having numerous and 
diversified industries, some of which are 
very extensive. The Fulton Boiler Works 
has special facilities for the manufacture of 
steam boilers adapted to the paper mill 
trade. The magnificent plant of the 
Indiana Pulp and Paper Mill at Marion, 
Ind., was equipped with fifteen steam boilers 
made at these works, with a complete out- 
fit, such as fronts, grates, &c. In connec- 
tion with the boiler works there is a foun- 
dry. The proprietor, John T. Caulfield, is 
a thorough mechanic, and gives personal 
supervision to both the mechanical and 
business departments.

| ers bear upon and are driven by frictional 
| contact with the under roller, which is cov- 


ered with india rubber or other elastic ma- 
terial, and upon whose shaft a belt pulley 
or other means of providing rotation is 
fixed. The axes or trunnions of the upper 
rollers rest upon inclined frames erected 
within the ends of the box. 


Between the rollers a pipe extends from 
end to end of the box, its extremities being 
connected to a lower pipe, through which 
the water is conducted away. The pipe is 
slit throughout a portion of its length and 
froni the ends of the box half pipes or cov- 
ers extend inwardly over a greater or less 
The half pipes or 
covers have guide blocks at the inner ends, 
which together with the half pipes them- 
selves are adjustable longitudinally to suit 
various widths of wire frames.

Useful Limit of High 
Steam. 


It has hitherto been usual, in study- 
ing the subject under consideration, to 
assume that with every initial pressure 
the steam is expanded down to some fixed 
terminal pounds per 
square inch—and to compare with each 
other the results obtained with different 
pressures under such conditions. This 
method of investigation is, however, not cor- 
rect. It would be quite right if no initial 
since then the 


pressure —say 4 


condensation took place, 


maximum economy would be secured by 
expanding down to back pressure. In 
reality, every steam engine works witha 


minimum heat consumption at some ex- 
pansion ratio which is generally much less 
than that required to reduce the terminal 
pressure to the lowest admissible limit. 

The best expansion ratio depends on the 
proportions of the cylinder, on the speed 
and on the initial pressure (assuming the 
back pressure to be constant). In studying 
the effects of initial pressure on economy, 
with a given engine, we must therefore 
compare the results obtained in every case 
at the best expansion ratio. The best ex- 
pansion ratio becomes greater as the pres- 
sure increases, but also—especially for the 
higher pressures—a considerable varia- 
tion in the number of expansions may take 
place without materially affecting the steam 
consumption. This is a fortunate circum- 
stance as regards compound engines, since 
it would be very difficult to combine all the 
other conditions that have to be fulfilled in 
such engines with that of working at the 
best expansion ratio, if the latter were very 
sharply defined. 

It does not appear as if any commensu- 
rate advantage could be obtained by in- 
creasing the initial pressure beyond 200 
pounds per square inch, but it would per- 
haps be rash to dogmatize on this point. 
The general conclusions arrived at are not 
materially affected by a want of absolute 
accuracy in the formula taken as represent- 
ing the initial condensation. Whether the 
latter is exactly proportional to the range 
of temperature in the cylinder may be open 
to dispute; but there is at any rate very 
little doubt that with a fixed back pressure 
the initial condensation per stroke in- 
creases with an augmentation of the initial 
pressure (and consequently temperature).— 
G. H. Bodmer in Industries.

To obtain fine yellowish orange tones add 
to the above described solution: Ammoni- 
acal sulphate of iron, 300 grains ; hyposul- 
phite of soda, 300 grains. 

To obtain a yellow brown shade, and then 
a remarkable fire red, boil a long time in: 
Chlorate of potash, 75 grains; carbonate of 
nickel, 30 grains; salt of nickel, 
water, 10 ounces. 

For dark brown boil the brass in chlorate 
of potash. 75 grains; salt of nickel, 150 
grains ; water, 10 ounces. 

The following described mixture gives a 
solution which colors the brass to a red, 
then passes to blue, then to pale lilac and, 
finally, to white: Orpiment, 75 grains; 
crystallized sal soda, 150 grains ; water, 10 
ounces. 

For yellow brown use salt of nickel, 75 
grains ; sulphate of copper, 75 grains ; chlo- 
rate of potash, 75 grains ; water, 10 ounces.

Machine for Feeding and Cut: | 
ting Paper. 





The accompanying illustration shows 
the design of a new machine for feeding 
and cutting paper in which the feed of the | 
paper is interrupted during the cutting | 
operation. | 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of the feeding | 
and cutting mechanism. Fig. 2 is a plain |Z 
view of the mechanism. 

The letter A indicates a frame or support 
having a driving shaft, B, provided with 
the usual fast and loose pulleys, O. This 
driving shaft can be run from the other 
mechanism connected with the device, such 
as a printing press.

Revival of an Old Industry. 





The formation of the High Falls Sul- 
phite Pulp and Mining Company, to ex- 
ploit again the old pyrites mines in the 
southern section of the town of Canton, 
says the Advertiser of that town, has 
called attention once more toa spot thata 
generation ago bustled with activity. Only 
a half dozen Cantonians are left who re- 
member those good old days. Among 
this little handful is Warren Johnson, an 
old gentleman of nearly eighty years, who 
resides in the suburbs of this village. He 
was employed by the High Falls Copperas 
and Alum Company about the year 1836, 
and gives the following account of the 
method then in vogue of manufacturing 
copperas and alum from iron pyrites : 

The rock containing the pyrites (sulphu- 
rate of iron) was dug and broken by hand, 
the porous texture of the mineral making 
the process an easy one. A clay bed, or 
base, 50 feet square was then prepared, 
upon which a layer of wood about 14 inches 
high was placed. Upon this a layer of bro- 
ken pyrites ore was thrown and the wood 
was ignited. After the fire was once started 
no more wood was required, the great per- 
centage of sulphur in the mineral making 
the pyrite self burning. New ore, broken 
to the size of a hen’s egg, was constantly 
thrown on, and water was occasionally ap- 
plied to the smouldering heap. In this way 
the saline substances sought were lixiviated. 
The lye which collected at the base of the 
heap was led into large leaden tanks, 10 
feet square and 2 feet deep, set in large 
brick furnaces. 

When sufficiently concentrated by boil- 
ing the liquid was pumped into vats and 
allowed to crystallize on racks hung in 
them for the purpose. These racks were 
taken out when loaded with copperas and 
the crystals were broken off. After the 
first crop of crystals of copperas was ob-

seen. Fires under boilers are not kept 
burning when not needed, but the flowof | 
gas is carefully turned off, just as it would | 
be if there were a meter on the property | 
merrily ticking away and registering a big 
gas bill.

More Boiler Defects. 





Many hurried investigations of boilers 
are made by alleged experts, and often are

trifling defect and should receive prompt 
attention. The manhole is one of the nec- 
essary equipments ofa boiler. Its orifice is 
just as essential as the water that goes in 
it. To see a boiler without one would be 
enough to condemn its use, but there are 
some of these so-called manhole castings 
put in on top of boiler shells that would be 
just as well if left in the foundry sand, as 
far as enabling any person to get into the 
boiler through them, They are those that 
are put inside the shell and plate or shell 
riveted down onto it, as tubes are generally 
placed high in boilers to get a reasonable 
amount of tube heating surface. It is plain 
that its service as intended is rendered use- 
less, in fact it would be about all a boy 
could do to get in; even then his services 


would be of very little benefit in cleaning or | 


examining for defects. 

Instead of calling them manholes, child 
holes would be more appropriate. Again, 
the outside type of castings differs, often is 


defective and makes the boiler anything | 


but safe. Those made with longest diam- 
eter parallel with boiler are the most liable 
to crack on the front or rear end through 
the contraction and expansion of shell, if 
the boilermaker did not start it with bis 
drift pin; if so, itis always kept as a ‘‘ shop 
secret.”

| have manhole. The rear head is the most 
| practical and easy of access, and with our 
modern flanged holes they are made strong 
and easy to keep tight. Cleaning can be 
| done more satisfactorily ; expansion or con- 

traction do not affect them any. 

A sawmill in Michigan had some experi- 
ence with the manhole that strongly con- 
demnsthe above. The casting was one with 

| which trouble was always encountered in 

the effort to keep it tight, without success. 
It was warped, and heavy strains with 
wrench caused the seat rim to crack, blow- 
ing out the plate with such force as to 
make an indent in the overhead beam 2 
inches deep. 

With the manhole, as with every other de- 
tail about a steam boiler, vigilance, care and 
judgment must be exercised. Ability and 

| practice must take the place of luck and 
fate, or many accidents with loss will fol- 
low, involving much litigation and unde- 
sirable notoriety.—Stephen Christie, in the 
Safety Valve.
